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FOREWORD 


Since the end of the Second World War, close to 
1.4 million immigrants have chosen this country as their place 
of permanent residence. 


The impact on the canadian economy of such a 
great number of new Canadians has been tremendous, comparable 
to that which would have resulted from the addition to the 
country of a province with a population as large as that of 
British Columbia. 


The most important factor of the upswing in 
immigration in the post-war period has been, of course, the 
buoyant canadian economy which has been capable of absorbing 
the influx of workers and which is, day by day, creating addi- 
tional opportunities, ° 


Now there are very few sectors of our activity, 
whether economic or sociological, that are not influenced to a 
certain extent by this movement. Consequently, one can not be 
astonished by the fact that government departments, private 
firms, welfare and religious organizations, and the public in 
general show a greater interest in immigration figures than ever 
before, 


In view of these facts and in order to meet the 
increasing demand for statistical information, the staff of the 
Statistics Section has prepared a concise summary of the 1956 
immigration statistics. Bearing in mind the various types of 
inguiries to reach their office in the past, they have tried to 
group in one publication the most useful and most frequently 
requested series, 


THE STATISTICS SECTION 
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SUMMARY 


A total of 164,857 immigrants - one every 
three minutes — were admitted to Canada during 1956. 


Of the 155,080 persons from overseas, 
51,319 were British by origin, 29,805 were Italian, 29,405 
were German and Austrian and 3,016 were French, making up 
69 percent of the total immigration. In addition, 9,777 
were formerly residents of the United States. Totals for 
these groups during the eleven year period ended December 
31, 1956 were 419,024 British, 168,401 German and Austrian, 
164,962 Italian, 27,258 French, 100,529 from the United 
States. 


Of the number of people who have entered 
our country to take up permanent residence in 1956, more 
than 55.0 percent were destined to the province of Ontario, 
19 percent to Quebec, 21.6 percent to the Prairie provinces 
and British Columbia, 1.9 percent to the Atlantic provinces. 


A little over 54 percent were males and 
68.4 percent were less than thirty years of age. 


Workers among the total number of immigrants 
were 91,039. Of these, 1,685 were professional engineers, 
1,248 were graduate nurses, 415 were physicians and surgeons. 
There also were 8,704 domestic servants and 9,128 skilled 
construction workers. Of the 9,343 professional workers ad- 
mitted to our country, more than 59 percent were British and 
close to 55 percent of the workers in the managerial class 
came from the United States.
